A Resolution to propose an amendment to the
Constitution of Nebraska by amending Article XI I I,
section 2-

NOW, THEREEORE, BE IT RESOLVED BY THE MEMBERS
OF THE NINETY-EIRST LEGISLATURE OE NEBRASKA, SECOND
SESSION:

Section 1. That at the general election j.n
November 1990 there shall be submi.tted to the electors
of the State of Nebraska for approval the following
amendment to the Constitution of Nebraska by amending
Article XIII, section 2, which is hereby proposed by the
Legi sLature:

CXIII-2 "Notwj.thstanding any other provision
in the Constj.tution, the Legislature may authorize any
countyT or incorporated city or village, including
cities operating under home rule charters, to acquire,
own. develop, and lease real and personal property
suitable for use by manufacturing or industri.al
enterprises and to i.ssue revenue bonds for the purpose
of defraying the cost of acqrriring and developing such
property by construction, prrrchase, or otherwise. The
Legi.slature may also authorj.ze such county, city, or
vill.age to acquire, own, develop, and lease real and
personal property suitable for use by enterprises as
determined by Ia!, if such property is located in
bliqhted areas as determined by law and to issue revenue
bonds for the purpose of defraying the cost of acquiring
and developing or financing such property by
construction, purchase, or otherwise. Such bonds shalI
not become general obligation bonds of the governmental
suHivision by whi.ch such bonds are issued. Any real or
personal property acquired, owned, developed, or used by
zrny such county, city, or village pursuant to this
sectionT shall be subject to taxation to the same extent
as private property during the time it is leased to or
held by private interests, notuithstanding the
provisions of Article VI I I, section 2, of the
Constituti.on. The acguiring, owning, developing, and
leasing of such property shall be deemed for a publi.c
purpose, but the governmental subdivision shall not have
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the right to acquire such property by condemnation. The
principal of and interest on any bonds issued may be
secured by a pledge of the lease and the revenue
therefrom and by mortgage upon such proPerty. No such
governmental subdivision shalI have the power to operate
any such property as a business or in any manner except
as the Iessor thereof.

Notwithstandino anv other provision i.n the
constitution. the Leoislature may also authorize anv
incorporated citv or viIIaoe. includino cities operatino
under home rule charters, to aDoropriate from local
sources of revenue suctr funds as mav be deemed necessarv
for an economic or industrial development proiect or
proqram subiect to approval bv a vote of a maiq.rity of
ft- reqirt"re.i vot"r= 
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raised from qeneral taxes levied bv the citv or vilLaae
and shall not inclttde anv funds received bv the citv or
vi. IIaqe which are derived from state or federal
s-9-!Jle.qe-5--rr .

Sec. 2. That the proposed amendment shall be
submitted to the electors in the manner prescribed by
the Constitution of Nebraska, Article xVI, section 1.
The proposition for -the submission of the Proposed
amendment shalI be placed uPon the ballot in the
following form:ttA constitutional amendment to empower the

Legislature to authorize incorporated cities
and vi)-lages to use local sources of revenue
for economic and industrj"al development with
voter approval.
